Not 
only BO, hut "faint heart" never won 
anything worth winning. 
It stands 


before life's open doors hesitant, at 
the foothills of great possibilities 
trembling, in .the presence ot some 
supreme achievement afraid. 


Many a man is poor chiefly because 


he has been afraid to trust his money 
in other hands than his own. What 
uninvested millions He hidden' away 
in gunnysacks and under floors! All 
we need to start a panic is to sudden- 
ly-increase the -number of commercial 
"faint hearts." All the longed for 
commercial revival waits is a restora- 
tion ot confidence. ,So great cam: 
paigns remain unwaged, great deliv- 
erances unwrought, splendid conti- 
nents nnacquired and unsubdued be- 
cause of our faint hearts: 


A census of such timid folk would 


doubtless make a long list, but such 
a.list is never quite so depressing as 
when it includes those from whom we 
have the. right to expect better things. 
"The worst thing about some good 
people is that they are such cowards." 
There is a species of cowardice which 
goes with respectability and belongs 
to great decorum. 
It is not by any 


means the' cowardice of the wicked 
who "flee when no man pursueth." 
neither is it the cowardice of the 
pure craven. It is the .exhibition of 
those from whom we expect a differ- 
ent spirit—of a Nicodemus in the 
Counctl Chamber; of an Erasmus in 
the Reformation. 


It is said that' certain enraged 


beasts invariably wait a sign of ter- 
ror in the eyes of their victim, and 
with the first intimation of such ter- 
ror the animal springs to the attack. 
Thus the forces of evil watch for 
some sign of weakening on the part 
of those who are set to defend the 
right The mere blanching of a cheek, 
some first evidence of faint-hearted- 
ness.

On* of my boy. friends who has for 


the last four years raised guineas, 
wl,lch have netted him a neat little 
mm, has now added ducks to his poul- 
try yard. Hs has found that they In 
no way Interfere with the care of his 
guineas and have more than doubled 
his profits. 


He chose the Pekin ducks for his 


stock because of the higher price com- 
manded for their feathers. 


This boy got l.is first stock of ducks 


by exchanging.two of his guineas for 
a setting of fourten eggs, which he 
placed under two hens In sittings of 
ssven each. Out of th* fourteen eggs 
eleven sturdy ducklings were hatched. 


Last year thlj boy set 180 duck eggs 


Of these 152 esss hatched. Later two 
were carried away by rats. 
Eight 


more died before the boy learned that 
his water-loving ducks could 
with- 


stand even less dampness th'an the 
ordinary chick. 


Ducks are r«3dy for the market at 


eleven weeks, sometimes a trifle earlier 
He sorts over th« youns broods and 
always markets his green ducks before 
they reach five pounds. 


He has never sold any of his ducks 


for less than $5.50 per dozen. 
Las 


fall he sold two ducks and a drake for 
?7 for the three. They were his choic- 
est stock, however, and had won tlv 
prize at the county fair. 


He has sold quite a number of nit 


tings and l.as never received less than 
BO cents per dozen for them. 


HU ducks .began laying th» latter 


part of February. 
He says this 
I 


because they are well sheltered an< 
well fed! 
He will not pell the firs 


eggs for setting, or pet them hlmsel 
for he has learned that the first egg 
are almost certain not to hatch. 


His duckhouses are 
made chief) 


from dry goods boxes and the floor 
are several Inches off the ground, 
board with several bits of lathes nalle 
across It serves for a doorstep. 


.The houses are all small—none mor 


than six feet' In length, half that i 
breadth- and about three feet high. 


Only 'one 'drake is sheltered in each 


house, and one drake and half a dozen 
ducks make a most amiable, pleasant 
family. 


This boy-covers the floors of these 


houses with dried grass, corn husks, 
hay, and sometimes, for the lack ol 
better material, with pine" shavings. 
Each'house is cleaned once a week. 


He never sets more than twelve eggs 


' 
under a duck, and only nine 1C under a 
hen. If the weather is very dry and 
warm, or the nest is oft the ground, he 
sometimes sprinkles the eggs with a 
little warm 'water. 


Tlje .first week after the duckling^ 


are hatched• he. keeps them in a coop, 
taking great care that its floor is per- 
fectly-dry.1 'After the second week they 
may be allowed to run at large in 
charge, of course, of the mother duck 
or the stepmother hen, but they must 
not be turned out while the dew is on.

ABOUT HORSES 


One thing in connection with horse 


breeding which cannot bn too strongly 
insisted upon Is that if it is worth 
while to breed at all It is worthwhile 
to feed the young ones liberally. 


It is a mistake to think that horses

Colts also require more grain, 


and if left to grow up on straw and 
hay alone they never make as good 
horses as do those which are better 
cared for.

t to be all that could be expected. 
We exca.va.ted four feet, then laid a 
six-inch drain tile on a level with the 
bottom of the excavation, gave the tile 
two inches fall each ten feet.

CHDTE FROM POND TO ICE -HODEB. 


The site for the icel.'ouse "was on 


oiling ground, so we only had to make 
he drain about sixty feet long. 
We filled in with coarse broken ston<S

The advantages ot putting the ice- 
house two or._three feet in the ground 
are several. 
We give a system of 


drainage witKout getting a direct cur- 
rent of air on the ice, and it is more 
convenient to fill and to get out the ice. 


The frame is made of 2 by 4 inch 


stuff sided up with broad plank one- 
inch stuff, and the cracks stuffed with 
four-inch strips. The size of this out- 
side framework is fourteen feet square 
and twelve feet tall to the eaves. 


There is an inside frame twelve fee 


square and 
twelve 
feet tall. 
This 


way three feet wide. For this opening 
here are eight doors three feet square, 
four for each wall; there" are strips 
nailed to each side of the opening to 
wld them In position till sawdust is 
placed between them, as. th'e-house Is 
filled. 


We cut the cakes of ice two feet 


square. This makes five rows o£ Cakes 
across each way of the house arid 
leaves a space ofr-one foot around the 
wall of one foot to be filled with saw- 
dust. • 


The cakes ate all. sawed the same 


size and laid in tins so the cracks be- 
tween the tins will be continuous, ao 
the water from nielting will run off 
easily and not melt the ice so rapidly 
as if let run over and stand on the ice 
any length of time. 


After filling in four or five feet 


with ice, sawdust Is packed in tight 
between the ice ana the wall, and so 
on until tire liouse'is full, then abbu 


A c'hutejs made, as- in the cut, run- 


ning from the pond to the house. The 
chute is fh'ree fset wide -and hag side 
rails four. Inches .tall . to kep the Ice 
from slipping oft.

night was the startling announcement the New York 
newspapers made to their millions of readers on tkt 
warning of September 13, 19-.

Be- 
fore the public had recovered from the first shock, camt 
the afternoon papers with the also startling news that 
the murderers, twelve in all, had gnien themselves uf 
to the police and that all of them were gentlemen of 
wealth and prominence.

N the morning of September thirteenth, New 


York had been startled and mystified, it was 
positively fascinated, when on the morning of 


September fourteenth the papers came out with a full 
list of the names of the murderers. The names of 
the murdered—a Grand Union gateman, a street car 
conductor, a chauffeur, an English visitor, a hotel clerk, 
a theatrical manager, a policeman, an Italian, a finan- 
cier, a manufacturer, a German head-waiter and a 
Harlem Jew—meant nothing; but any New Yorker 
will understand the thrill produced all over the city 
by the publication of such names as these:

Why had such rich young men committed murder? 


And why had they so cheerfully surrendered them- 
selves to the law? 
Naturally, these were questions 


that profoundly agitated the public mind. For these 
young men were not only rich, but their mere name's 
stood for accepted breeding and refinement; and that 
such men should have committed such brutal crimes 
was a sensational riddle for which every "extra" of- 
fered hourly solutions—I mean editions. 


At the time there was in office a young district-at- 


torney of great and varied powers, a man of many 
gifts,' and, naturally, a man of many enemies. How- 
,ever, his enemies, even, did not deny him the gifts 
of courage and energy, and the people loved him for 
the pertinacious force and irresistibility with which 
he had fought the battle of the poor against the rich. 
Even the most ignorant push-cart man knew him for 
his friend. No sooner had he heard of the murders 
than he hurried—with relays of automobiles—to the 
various spots on which they had been committed. He 
made up his mind at once. This was evidently a con- 
spiracy against the People. He [had, of course, been 
shown the scraps of paper bearing the letters S. S, • 
A, N., and he had devoted all the* time possible to a 
much-harried man, notoriously enthusiastic to do the 
right, in examining such evidence as remained. 


His 
immediate decision, after 
long 
delibera- 


tion, was to indict the twelve gentlemen afore- 
said 
for 
conspiracy 
to 
murder. This 
decision 


not only revealed a knowledge of law, but also 
a financial intuition by no means unwelcome to resi- 
dents of New York, a state—as no one needs to be 
told—which, though non-murdering and law-abiding, 
is very heavily taxed for the mere trials of criminals 
it never invited into its boundaries. Who' needs to - 
be told the cost of a murder trial in Manhattan; and 
xvho wants to pay for it? 
Therefore, think of the ' 


cost of prosecuting not one but twelve, murderers, 
and these murderers twelve men with unlimited bank 
accounts wherewith to appeal! 
: •: 


However, these murderers were gentlemen, and 


gentlemen do not do murder without some good rea- 
son, or for some good purpose 1 


•It is easy to imagine the state of mind into which 


the public was thrown by these conflicting opinions; - 
also, the nerves of Broadway were further excited by 
sky-signs bearing the letters S. S. A. N. Was it 
really a conspiracy of the rich against' the poor? 
Surely, it looked so. And yet, there were circum- 
stances about the murders which, to acute minds, 
pointed a 
different, though necessarily enigmatic 


moral. Why, for example, should twelve rich men 
.take the trouble to murder, with their own hands, 
twelve poor men whom they could have had mur- 
dered, say at the east, end of Fourteenth Street, for 
little more than, well, twenty-five dollars apiece? 


At all events, the trial was scheduled for Novem- 


ber 3. In-.the interval, the public ferment, like a-ris- 
ing tide, almost amounted to a'suspension of public 
business. 


And, curiously, it was the papers that professed to 


care least for wealth and aristocracy, papers that were 
(he friends of the people, that thus wallowed in these 
plutocratic glories. 
Perhaps, after all, they knew 


their public; perhaps they event,knew their business. 
The discerning reader could, however, hardly avoid 
noticing how little photographic attention was paid 
in these papers to the victims—their town-houses, 
their wives 'and families. And, somehow or other, the 
public to which they catered did not seem much to 
mind that There seemed, indeed, no very general in- 
terest in the personalities or possessions of the mur- 
dered; whereas, that class from which the majority 
of the victims had been selected, stood,, day after day, 
in dense throngs, looking up, with wistful curiosity,

, However, those in the court-room

Seeing that there were twelve murderers, they might 
.well have expected it to go on for at least twelve 
weeks. Thus, to the satisfaction of everyone, the hear- 
ing began at once. . 
; Of the many surprises to develop from this trial, 
one in particular was, to have a far-rraching influence 
upon the future of American court procedure, even 
upon American jurisprudence. 
Looking back upon it, 


another surprising feature was its brevity. 
There
